Once again, The Deddington News is an election-free zone. So let's look back to a 
previous election year, when you could buy a house in the Home Counties for £75 down 
and a little over £1 a week for 20 years. To savers, building societies offered 5 per 
cent free of tax 'instead of a dividend from which the income tax collector takes 

4 shillings (20p) in every pound’. There was an 18-hole all-weather golf course in 
Central London, and hotels nearby offered room and breakfast for 8s.6d (42%p) with 
hot and cold water 'in most rooms’. If you bought 500 tickets you could get a cheap 
rate on the Underground. Many hospitals were appealing for donations - for example to 
provide wards for 'middle income patients who can afford to contribute towards their 
costs’. Deaf aids could be purchased 'as recommended by many distinguished English, 
American and Continental Society Leaders'. A prime object of Battersea Dogs Home was 
to 'clear the streets of Lost and Starving Dogs.' The year? 1929.

CASTLE GROUNDS PC accepted contractor's quote of £160 per day plus VAT to clear 
sites of former Rifle Range and Playground. 

WINDMILL COMPLEX 1) Landscape consultants to be commissioned to prepare a 
comprehensive approach to planning, integrating and managing development of the 
whole site. A survey is to be undertaken without delay. 2) PC approved in 
principle the purchase of play equipment for younger children, at an approximate 
cost of £9,000, subject to tender and planning permission (See letter, page 3) 
LITTER 1) PC to donate £50 towards Brownies’ sponsored Litter Blitz. 2) John Boss 
to be asked to fix the new bins in their agreed positions. 3) PC is studying the 
Dog Warden's advice on dealing with the problem of dog-fouling (see letter p.4).

FROM MRS JEAN PERREE, CLIFTON, TQ THE PARISH CLERK, COPY TQ 
THE DEDDINGTON NEWS - AND EDITED TO FIT THE SPACE, 
Clifton residents would be pleased if the Parish Council helped with the following. 


POST BOX - Collection Numbers 1! and 2 have not been displayed on the Post Box for a 
long time. I have telephoned PO Customer Services on many occasions this year and 
as far back as 12 or 18 months. About February I saw a broken 2 (on its side!) - 
once. Since then - a blank. For a long time there was not even a list of the 
collection times, causing problems to new and old residents alike. My telephone 
calls Solved that one, though we were surprised to see the first collection was at 
8 am (it had been 9 am). No one I have spoken to recollects being informed of the 
intention to change and many letters must have missed the first post because of 
lack of information. We think 8 am is a bit early for a village. Another problem is 
getting to the Post Box safely. A footpath on the south side of the road is 
desperately needed. At present we have to cross the road twice to and from the Box. 
Even the footpath between The Duke of Cumberland's Head and Solar Designs is a 
hazard, because of the state the Electricity Board left it in some weeks ago. Also, 
people walking in the direction of Aynho from the Chapel Close junction take their 
lives in their hands because there is no footpath, and a blind corner near 
Fourwinds. Many car drivers blatantly ignore the speed limit. 

One further point - on two occasions last week the main post box in Deddington was 
too full before 4 o'clock to safely take any more letters and I took mine into the 
Post Office. Are we likely to be getting a larger or a further Post Box? 


WATER constantly flows across the road and footpath outside No 4 Chase Villas. 
Residents have telephoned Thames Water Authority; men have been out and determined 
that it is 'clean water’ and thus the responsibility of Thames Water, as opposed to 
‘foul water' which is a CDC responsibility. It is still running. Water is being 
wasted; we never have a dry road to walk along - an inconvenience to all, including 
mothers with prams, children and the elderly residents of St Anne's Home. 


PLANNING APPLICATIONS Deddington WI have the following resolution on the agenda for 
Oxfordshire Federation of Womens’ Institutes Annual Council Meeting in Oxford. 

That Planning Departments should require and do everything in their power to ensure 
thet the person(s) (or his/her or their agents) who make planning application which 
require to be accompanied by a map/plan, should themselves be responsible for 
supplying only a completely up-to-date map/plan, showing all relevant details, 
including all existing houses, buildings etc. It is seconded by Barford WI and Mrs 
Janice Johnson, Chairman of Barford Parish Council, says "The Parish Council are 
behind us and give us every support". On behalf of Deddington WI, I ask for a 
similar level of support from Deddington PC. This is not just a local problem.

Heaven is a concept that has me floundering. Where? How? Why? When? And for whom? 
The four main religions see it differently, displaying it like the most luscious 
apple at the front of the stall. They believe it to be the jewel in the crown. That 
is their prerogative, but some are a mite short on detail, leaving the individual 
to fill the void. Islam is the most explicit, down to the last cool, shaded, 
fountain flowing garden. Perhaps that is why, when the architects and masons of 
Mohammed translate the theory into brick and mortar, that I begin to see the point.

NEWS FROM HEMPTON 


CELEBRATION AND ANTICIPATION The walk to the Paradise Garden is now complete - 
although what the significance of that abrupt downward dip just before the burial 
ground may be, we can only guess. Now, what lies beyond? Well - we do! 


‘Congratulations to the PC for agreeing to investigate the implications of a 
footpath - or even perhaps a cycle path - to Hempton. MORE details, costings, 
suggestions and opinions, please! 


The visit of Deddington choir to St John's for Evensong on 22 March was enjoyed. 
Thank you everyone. No further details are available at the time of writing on the 
Great Gutter/Damp Course Debate. We need to have this matter resolved quickly. We 
live in hope! And so to Easter..... 


It is a matter of satisfaction that the Parish Council is taking an interest in 
public footpaths and local rights of way. There is, for example, a rather hopeful 
finger post which points from its position in the hedge on Hempton Road just beyond 
Wooton Dene, towards Barford. Actually tracing this path on the ground is almost 
impossible, despite it being clearly shown on the County Council map and the 
Ordnance Survey, Removal in recent years of a further hedge and the convex shape of 
the hillside make it difficult to see the true line of the path. In these times 
when the goal posts seem constantly on the move and agricultural market prices seem 
to bear little regard to the cost of production, we must feel sympathy for farmers 
trying to earn a living in the most basic of all industries. But these paths are 
not in the gift of any of us, freeholder or tenant; they are rights of way in the 
same way as is the B4031 or New Street, The paths need clear unambiguous marking. 
Only thus can everyone have a chance of their legitimate interests being met. 


Blackingrove farmyard lies in the valley just between Hempton and the River Swere. 
It can be reached from the bridle path beside St John's Way and the track from 
Barford and sits in the middle distance as we look down from our 'roof of the 
world'. For years the traditional stone built group of buildings have languished - 
the yard and outbuildings periodically housing cattle, the former farmhouse built 
‘as one’ with the large barn, shuttered and untenanted. The attractive and 
traditional local style bundle thatch cattle shelters slowly fell into disrepair 
and a heavy snow fall hastened their ruin, till the remains were finally cleared 
away. Like for so many other isolated former farmhouses, decline and eventual 
dereliction seemed inevitable. But now a new era has begun. The track is made up, 
the buildings are being restored, refurbished and-remodelled as a country house. We 
may regret that cattle wili no longer shelter beneath thatched roofs - but a 
traditional group of buildings, bringing a sense of scale to the landscape, have 
been saved to be useful rather than being swept away as obsolete relics of an 
earlier agriculture.

THE WAY WE WERE 
DEDDIN@TON 150 YEARS AGO ~ by Buffy Heywood 


In the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month of April 1842, we see that 
vandalism is nothing new. Barter is mentioned with some rent being paid in seed 
beans, and an energetic visitor walks to Kings Sutton one day and home to 
Buckingham the next, The work continues on the two new rooms in the house, and he 
extends his property by buying from John Churchill (who lived at Ilbury House 
opposite) the piece of land between the Manor and Park Farm. He also buys the two 
cottages at the bottom of New Street “adjoining my field called Hoyle Hill". 


iST APRIL ~- Some mischievous persons broke upwards of 70 squares of glass in the 
four Church windows on the north side and two of the chancel windows had some 
squares broken in them also - some large stones were found in the Church and one 
particularly large one hanging in the leadwork of one of the windows. I called at 
two of the Public Houses and one of the Beer houses and made some enquiries with 
Fardon the watchmaker who acted as my assistant in the absence of Pullin the 
constable at Bicester Fair. I ordered a young lad named Smith into custody on 
suspicion for 5 or 6 hours ~ he was taken to French's, the other constable's house 
~ and had his dinner and tea there for which I paid id. I ordered him to be 
liberated in the evening not having been able to substantiate the charge against 
him and three others with him more fully. Mason's windows and Mr Herring's at the 
Kings Arms were broken earlier in the evening, it is supposed by same parties. It 
was the second time the Church windows had been broken within 12 months. 

12TH APRIL - Went to the Annual Savings Bank Meeting and a Dinner afterwards given 
to Mr Hugh Holbeach as an acknowlegement of his services to the Borough of Banbury 
in contesting its Independence in August 1841 - after the general dissolution 
against Mr Tancred and Vincent the Chartist. 

14TH APRIL - Saw the Bishop pass through here in his carriage with his family, had 
a polite bow from him. 

16TH APRIL - The sheep got into the pleasure ground and bit off the best part of 
the young strawberry plants. 

22ND APRIL ~ Committed a travelling tinker to prison for 6 weeks for leaving his 
wife and four children chargeable to the parish of Great Barford. 

23RD APRIL - I committed a tramp to prison for a month who was drunk and abusive to 
divers persons in the place. {INCLUDING THE REV. COTTON RISLEY? —- EDS] 


PLAYTIME IN THE 19208 - by Lily Hill 


Evening waa the time of day when boys and girls congregated in Deddington’s Market 
Place for a good game of what we called ‘Foxes and Hounds round the Chicken Run’ ~ 
the Chicken Run being the block (behind the Town Hall) up to the Horse Fair, into 
High Street and through Hudson Street (then called Hudson Lane). Having decided who 
would be the Foxes and who the Hounds (in fairly equal numbers) the Foxes were 
given a head start and off we went. Jolly good exercise. Many times, whichever side 
we were on, we dodged through the Tchure.

You see, 
outside the Bakehouse door was a Pump and at the base a stone sink through which 
water was drained away. Mr Dodwell put his dried fruit into sieves, pumped water 
onto them to wash the fruit and left them standing to drain. You can probably guess 
the rest. With many diversions being made by both 'Foxes' and 'Hounds' through the 
Tchure, many a handful of the said fruit was ‘nicked’ in passing.

My Trustees have asked me to commence this month's report with the warmest possible 
invitation to any one interested in Deddington Museum to attend AN OPEN MEETING TO 
BE HELD IN DEDDINGTON TOWN HALL ON THURSDAY 23 APRIL AT 8 PM, There may be those 
who will ask why such a body was not established in the first instance, but when 
the idea of a museum was first mooted, my Trustees had no idea what would be the 
reponse. Thus the first objective was to ‘test the water’ and the number of 
exhibits already donated, coupled with the interest which many residents have 
expressed, has satisfied my Trustees that there is a need for such a venture and 
they hope that many residents will not only share their views but also be prepared 
to contribute to its success by offering their services in various capacities. 


One does not have to be an expert in any particular field - just enthusiastic and 
anxious to see the venture a success. There is a multitude of tasks requiring 
attention and no matter your aptitude, we are satisfied that interesting and 
rewarding work is ready and waiting for you. 


Exhibits gratefully received since the last issue of The Deddington News include a 
number of very interesting old documents from MR LES BURTON of New Street: and a 
carved bookcase and 1912 photograph of Woodford and Deddington Football Teams from 
MR PERCY CARVELL who lives at Woodford Halse. The bookcase was made by 

Mr Carvell's grandfather, Charles Carvell, who was one of the craftsmen employed by 
the well known Deddington firm of woodcarvers, Robert and W Franklin, It is 
certainly an important item for the museum because it now means that it possesses 
an example of a craftsman whose work is also to be found in St Paul's Cathedral, We 
are extremely grateful to MR DENNIS FRANKLIN for so readily agreeing to collect the 
bookcase from Woodford Halse and conveying it to Deddington. Readers may also be 
interested to know that Mr Carvell's other grandfather, Mr Manchip, was at one 
time headmaster of Deddington School. MR R G FOWLER of St Thomas Street has donated 
a photograph of the Queen's Own Oxfordshire Hussars, taken on 22 June 1911, the 
occasion of the coronation of King George V. All who appear on the photograph are 
named and the Queens Own numbers many local residents among its ranks. 

Additionally, Mr Fowler has donated a number of old kitchen utensils etc. 


DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


FIRE CALLS The last month has been fairly quiet with the station receiving only 15 
calls: 1 road traffic accident, 2 barn fires, 2 chimney fires, 1 car fire, 1 cat 
stuck inside a chimney, 2 calls to fires at Altovar, Banbury (a small fire on the 
3rd floor on 2 March, and the big fire on 16 March), 3 false alarms with good 
intent, 1 malicious false alarm, and 2 calls to stand by at Bicester fire station. 
This brings the total number of calls so far this year to 56. 


HELP, WE NEED SOMEBODY, HELP! Of the 15 calls listed above, we were unable to 
respond to 2, due to insufficient crew. With certain things that may be happening 
in the next few weeks, we may well finish up with only 4 firefighters available 
during the working day, which is the minimum number allowed to forma crew. This 
does not allow for sickness or holidays which would certainly put us off the run, 
and for someone whose property may be on fire, the 10 minutes or so that it may 
take the next nearest station to attend would seem like a lifetime. I am sure that 
there must be at least 2 or 3 people, male or female, who would be quite suitable 
for the job and could give us the cover we require. So, please, if anyone has 
thought about joining us but may have had a few doubts, come along and see me, 
otherwise we will soon have a fire station that will be unable to respond to calls 


during the working day.
